Observations are 
already made there, bat are not tele¬ 
graphed to Europe. The Azores are not 
far from the center of the same circle. 
A submarine cable to connect the Azores 
with Portugal and America win soon be 
laid. 

Madeira is in the neutral seme b etween 
the trade wind regions mid the area of 
southwesterly winds farther north. As 
this area shifts with the season this 
island belongs sometimes to the one 
region and sometimes to tbs other.

cable. With the exception of Bermuda 
all these inlands have localities suitable 
for high level observatories, which, if 
established and kept going for only a 
single year, would gvfcatly help to put 
the meteorology of the ndrth Atlantic 
on a sound bests. 

The western shores of Europe, espe¬ 
cially those of Great Britain and Ireland, 
are exposed to continual dev a st at io n by 
storms coming from the westward. The 
only source from which warning is re¬ 
ceived is from North Amerlcft, and those 
warnings are of considerable value, but 
the north Atlantic is so wide that Amer¬ 
ican storms often lose themselves in it, 
and others are generated of whichJBu- 
ropeons at present receive no warning. 
By the system of observatories on islands 
of the Atlantic the Prince of ftonaeo 
proposes to collect daily information of 
the weather conditions throughout the 
oceanic basin, and thus Europe and 
America can be informed of storms that 
are approaching them fr 6 m”m i d ocean, 
and the information would be of great 
use to marine re besides being helpful to 
the science of meteorology. Meteor¬ 
ologists who have expressed themselves 
upon the subject think that the ideas 
advanced by the prince t are entirely 
practicable and well worth carrying out.
